The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Each of the inventions above is a separate and unrelated inventive concept. They lack 
unity of invention because even though the inventions of these groups require the technical 
feature of variable resistance material and a diode, this technical feature is not a special technical 
feature as it does not make a contribution over the prior art in view of Ovshinsky, (US 
6,141,241). The special technical feature of each invention is distinct from every other, 
invention, and there is no single inventive concept. Further, there is no technical relationship 
among the inventions that involves at least one common or corresponding special technical 
feature. Hence unity of invention is lacking.
